Fire Hydrogen 
Missile 80 Miles 
From Submarine 


POINT MUOU, Calif. <AP> — 
A Regulus II missile, capable of 
carrying a hydrogen warhead, 
has been launched from a zub- 
marine for the first time. 
The 
57-foot, 
11-ton 
missile 
swooshed up from the submarine 
Grayback Tuesday and flew in­ 
land to Edwards Air Force Base, 
about SO miles away in Southern 
California's Mojave Desert. 
The wheels of the 1,500 m ph. 
missile failed to lower, however, 
and it skidded on its belly, caught 
fire and burned. Test models of 
the missile are equipped with 
wheels so they may be recovered 
after firing.
